POLITICIANS ANI) LOBBYISTS 

In every election and in every ses¬ 
sion of the Kentucky legislature thero 
is a sinister, selfish, anil sordid hit .r* 
vst of professional lobbyists, and the 
practical politicians who cooperate 
with them, to determine wlmt shall 
be done at Frankfort and who shall 
be elected governor of the common* 
wealth. As long ns the people of the 
state submit to the control of men 
like them, our government at Frank¬ 
fort will not be "a government of tho 
people, by the people, and for the peo¬ 
ple." The professional politicians aro 
another class of men who may not be 
lobbyists themselves but who are al¬ 
ways nt the feed trough or lending 
somebody else to it. They nre men who 
fatten and thrive at the public crib, 
and make their living out of politics. 
They tuny be honest in a way, bul 
they are cheek and Jowl ns a rule 
with the lobbyists of public interests. 
Until Kentucky has a house cleaning 
at Frankfort the people will not con¬ 
trol the government but tlie govern 
ment will control the people. When 
Woodrow Wilson was elected president 
of the Fnited States he drove every 
lobbyist out of Washington and when 
they were gone congress did his bid 
ding in passing such laws as the peo¬ 
ple demanded. The people of Ken 
tlieky need a Woodrow Wilson al 
Frankfort who will drive the lobbyists 
from the state capital and make such 
laws as are for the good of the public 
rather than for the advantage of poli¬ 
ticians and for selfish interests. Today 
Kentucky is more the laughing stock 
of the whole country for what has 
been going oil nt Frankfort and wliat 
will probably still lie going on when 
this article is printed more than ever 
before in its history. It is a shame 
that a great state with so many able 
men in it is not In tile control of tho 
people but in the control of the lob- 
tiylsts and professional politicians.— 
Elizabethtown News.

LEGISLATURE ADJOURNS 

Exactly six weeks ufler it couveued, 
tlie special session of the legislature 
adjourned ou Tuesday of this week. 
The question of raising the state’s 
share of relief funds for the imme¬ 
diate future whs a hard problem and 
it is claimed by some is not solved 
now. 

Friends of Governor Laffoon insist 
that another special session will be 
necessary. 

The session just closed cost the 
state more than $ 100 , 000 . 

Tlie next regular session will come 
in Jauuury and it will probably bo 
uble to solve some bail problems that 
are awaiting solution. 

MERCHANTS WANT RECALL 

At a meeting of the directors of the 
Kentucky Merchants' association, held 
at Louisville on Tuesday, a resolution 
was unanimously adopted calling upon 
the 1034 session of tho legislature to 
submit a constitutional amendment to 
allow tho people of the slate to muUo 
use of tlie principle ol' tho referendum 
and recall, “so tho cltizeus oC tho 
commonwealth would not bo subjected 
to misrule by its public servants with¬ 
out means of relief or redress." 


One of the not too edifying features 
of American political life is the cus¬ 
tom which makes it necessary for the 
candidate for public office to make a 
personal solicitation of as many votes 
as possible in order to secure any 
great support for himself on election 
day. 

That tlie custom is time-hallowed 
does not necessarily disprove its in¬ 
herent viciousness. The existence of 
the practice and the zeal with which 
it is followed (particularly by tin; 
candidates less fitted for office, thus 
making it necessary to the success of 
any candidate, good or bad) automqt- 
Ically bars from public office many 
men who would make excellent public 
servants. 

Alany aide- men who might under 
other circumstances be iucliued to 
heed tlie call for good men in offlci 
cannot bring themselves to sacrifice 
their proper sense of personal dignity 
to the point of begging support for 
their candidacy. 

Too many citizens, in determining 
tlidr choice among rival candidates, 
deliberately ignore the better man and 
vote for the less aide because thi 
better man. thru some oversight ot 
tliru tlie mere physical Impossibility 
of seeing personally every voter, “had 
not asked for their votes." 

For such a pitiful exhibition of per¬ 
sonal vanity it is difficult to find a 
fitting epithet, and, aside from the 
fact that human vanity will be fed 
at any cost, no reason or excuse may 
lie offered for it. 

Tlie legitimate monetary returns for 
service in public office are not so great 
Hint able men In any great number are 
going to stoop in beg for them. There 
is grief aud humiliation enough in 
store for Hie successful candidate 
without subjecting him to the humil¬ 
iating and time-eating preelection beg 
glug campaign.

Obviously, 
the thing to do Is to put in some crop 
that can grow even when temperatures 
are low, to catch and hold the winter- 
| liberated plant food and return it to 
I the soil when it Is turned in the 
spring. 

Apart from the fertility-storing ad¬ 
vantages of such a crop, vegetable 
matter or humus is provided, to make 
soil tietter water-retentive and more 
easily workable. In the past, garden¬ 
ers have been wont to depend on stnblo 
manure for both Its fertilizing value 
and its conditioning effect, but manure 
is becoming increasingly difficult to 
get. Many gardeners may find In 
growing a winter cover crop the rem¬ 
edy for their gardens behaving poorly 
in dry seasons and for .the obstinacy 
of their soils toward fitting and cul¬ 
tivation. 

Just what that crop shall be will 
depend on circumstances. Quite wide 
choice is offered, making it possible 
to meet nlmost any situation. Next 
week exemplifying enscs will bo 
discussed.

Gardeners who 
study their interests know that much | mUKt 
of the success of tlie garden depends 
on how it spends the winter; these 
are accordingly making preparation. 

Generally, it Is good advice to 
“plow your garden in tlie fall." Fall 
plowing covers vegetable stulks and 
vines, many of them diseased, thus 
in a measure destroying tlie organisms 
that caused the trouble; too, by turn¬ 
ing land in the full the insects thut 
tuke refuge iu garden debris uru 
buried so deeply as never to emerge. 
Likewise, those insects tliut have bur¬ 
rowed into tin* soil to s-iss the winter 
are turned up to freeze. Another point 
for full plowing Is thut broken laud, 
the furrows standing on edge, is better 
cupuble of absorbing winter ruins and 
snows than land left us tlie fall finds 
it. Still auother point is that becuuse 
of alternate freezing and thawing, the 
workability of soil is Improved in the 
season following. 

Excellent pructice as fall plowing 
is generally, there are cases in which 
it is decidedly not the thing to do. If 
the surface is sloping, excessive soil 
washing may take place, resulting in 
the loss of the nio^t valuable part of 
the garden, the topsoil. Much of this 
risk may be removed by plowing with 
the contours or ucross tlie slope, never 
with it. The nature of the soil may 
have much to do with whether or not 
to breuk a garden In the fall. If It is 
light and sandy, It may wnsli even 
tlio tlie surface is practically level. A 
gardener should lie discreet in tlio 
mutter, deciding only utter he lias 
weighed the advantages uu^ the dis¬

FRUITS FOR HEALTH 



A SK any doctor, and he will 
tell you that fruits are a 
fine, healthy food. They 
* taste good and stimulate the ap¬ 
petite, and they are dietetically 
important as sources of mineral 
elements and vitamins. The eat¬ 
ing of fruits is health insurance 
of the best kind. 

You have doubtless been insur¬ 
ing your health lavishly in this 
way all summer, and perhaps yo-i 
arc a Hr tie Urol of tlio fruits Giat 
ure obtainable in your part of Up- 
country. In that case, here Is a 
hint which will not only give a 
new zest to your fruit eating, but 
will prove a real economy as well. 

Combine Fresh and Canned 

Canned fruits arc preserved in 
such gigantic quantities that they 
can be sold comparatively inex¬ 
pensively. If you combine canned 
fruits with fresh, you Immediately 
increase Ihe number of the fruits 
which you can servo from the 
comparatively limited varieties 
which can be obtained In your 
neighborhood to fruits not only 
from all parts of tills country hut 
to delicious fruits from tropical 
lands as well. 

The fruits put up in cans com¬ 
prise apples, apricots, blackber¬ 
ries, blueberries, cherries, cocoa- 
nut, cranberries, currants, figs, 

_gornn.lierrlps, grnpaa,-ggj 

loganberries, peaches, pears, pine¬ 
apples, plums, prunes, quince, 


raisins, raspberries, rhubarb and 
strawberries—ninny of these in 
several different forms such as 
crushed, diced, sliced, whole and 
in halves, and also in different 
combinations such as fruit cock¬ 
tails, fruits for salad and wine 
fruit salad, and there are also the 
juices of grapes, grapefruit and 
pineapples in cans. 

How to Do It 

This gives some conception of 
Hi.- gnat variety of fruits iu cans 
ready to combine with fresh 
fruits, or to cat by themselves, 
hut the interesting part is to 
know how these combinations ure 
made. Here arc some recipes to 
show how to do It. 

Compote of Pears and Apples: 
Pare two large cooking apples, 
core them and cut them into 
eighths. Add one and one-third 
cups water and one cup sugar to 
the syrup from a No. 2 can of 
pcar3, add a few cloves, and boll 
for three or four minutes. Add 
apples and simmer gently until 
tender but still in perfect shape. 
Remove apples and add the pears, 
whole or cut in halves, and cook 
| until very soft and the syrup be¬ 
comes somewhat thickened. Re¬ 
move pears to dish with apples 
and strain syrup over. Chill. 
Serves eight.

cavities with sliced peaches from 
an 8-ounce can nnd as much sugar 
as they will hold.

Dust with 
cinnamon and dot with three 
tablespoons butter. Pour around 
them the peach syrup and alraut 
half a cup of water, and bake 
until tender, about thirty minutes 
In a hot—400°—oven. Serves

Combination Salads 

Pear and Date Salad: Drain 
olght halves of canned pears, 
cover with orange juice and let 
chill for several hours. Drain and 
place each pear half In nest of 
lettuce. Stone twenty-four dates, 
stuff with cream cheese, and place 
a whole pecan half on top of each. 
Put three dates on top of cacti 
pear, and garnish with cream 
mayonnaise. This elaborate salad 
serves eight. 

Five Fruit Salad: Drain the 
contents of a No. 2 can of peach 
halves and a No. 2 can of grape¬ 
fruit, and chill. Remove all the 
skin and fibre from two oranges, 
and cut in thin circles or sep¬ 
arate In sections. Cut two bananas 
in fingers. Place half a peach in 
the center of a bed of lettuce, and

tests, (oo, before they were ln- 
cliidod. 

These recipes are for making 
biscuit, griddle cakes, plain muf¬ 
fins, broad, oatmeal bread, hot 
apple dumplings, sauce for hot 
apple dumplings, crumb cake, 
cottage pudding, vunilla sauce, 
gingerbread, plain cake, pie crust, 
soft ginger cookies, oatmeal 
cookies, peanut cookies, chocolate 
blanc mange und crcuui filling 
for pie. 

We have not space to quote all 
of these recipes, but here is a 
sample to show what they use 
like:

T HERE Is a classical story extant 
here about a ntan who was retired 
after some forty years of government 
service only to be notified two years 
Inter that bis accounts showed an un¬ 
named nmnunt still due him. He 
made numerous trips to the building 
where he had been employed and even¬ 
tually wns told that his claim had 
been approved. It wns a month or so 
Inter before he was paid, but he sure 
ly was paid, the check being for a 
total of three cents. 

Though that may seem to be an ex 
aggernted case, It actually Is not out 
of the ordinary. Your Uncle Sam 
watches pennies closer, I dare sny. 
than most of us. He has to do it. The 
government is approximately a five bit 
lion dollar business. Its records are, 
and have to be, exact to the penny. 
Had the circumstance of the three- 
cent Incident, mentioned above, been 
favorable to Uncle Sam, the amount 
would have been collected even had It 
been necessary to sue In court and 
obtain a Judgment. 

The necessity for maintaining such 
a close wntch on the pennies Is the 
reason why there Is a general account 
Ing office. Tlte comptroller general of 
the United Stntes, who Is head of the 
general accounting office, never has the 
good will of all offices of the govern¬ 
ment at one time. The nature of his 
Job makes popularity Impossible. He 
Is required by law to tread on too 
many toes. 

Let me Illustrate how, In doing his 
Job, the comptroller general gains so 
much disfavor. He passes upon every 
payment that Is made out of federal 
funds; every penny that Is appropri¬ 
ated by congress has to he spent ac¬ 
cording to the letter of the law, and 
the comptroller general's Job Is to see 
that the several hundred disbursing 
officers of the government do It that 
way. It takes no stretch of the imngl 
nation, therefore, to understand that 
when u disbursing officer makes a pay 
ment and then Is told by the comp 
troller general a few weeks later that 
the payment wns not In accordance 
with law—well, It Is the exception 
rather than the rule when that de¬ 
cision fails to produce an argument. 
You probably would argue, too. If you 
were held liable for the government.

officers that the comptroller general 
has troubles; he meets Individuals to 
whom the disbursing officers go to get 
hack their overpayments, and frequent¬ 
ly they demand reconsideration. Over¬ 
payments may result In the purchase 
of supplies for the government, In the 
payment of salaries, In the settlement 
of general claims, or In such things 
as refund of expenditures paid by gov¬ 
ernmental representatives. 

Laws require, for instance, that an 
Individual traveling at government ex¬ 
pense, must take the most direct route. 
Picture then what ttie reaction Is of 
an individual who is Informed weeks 
after he had made a trip that If tie 
had taken the proper train, or boat, 
the expense to government would Itnve 
been $1.00 less, and that he must pay¬ 
back that stun out of his own Jeans. 
(You select your own language, ami 
I will match It with expressions I have 
heard, because they cover the whole 
category of epithets.) 

But nil of this is necessary, or else 
the government would be the loser, 
not In thousands of dollars, but In mil¬ 
lions, annually. Government supplies 
are costly. The appropriations for 
them are astounding. If there was no 
clteck on the way the money Is spent. 
It Is easy to understand what would 
happen. The taxpayers would he 
called upon to furnish more money. 

So congress arranged a long time 
ago to have an auditing system for 
all government accounts. It was not 
because It feared dishonesty among 
the workers. There Is very little of 
this In the government. But the laws 
are Intended to provide for expendi¬ 
tures, and if those laws are not curried 
out, chaos naturally would result. 
There had to be u central authority, 
therefore, for checking all the pay¬ 
ments. This brings about uniformity 
of Interpretation of the laws and as¬ 
sures orderly conduct of payments by 
the government. No one doubts the 
propriety of such a course. 

Thus, every check that Is made out 
by any government disbursing officer 
anywhere sooner or later finds Its way 
through the regulation chuunel—some 
call It red tape—to the scrutinizing 
eye of the comptroller general whose 
assistants, numbering scores, deter¬ 
mine whether the payment was proper. 
'Die magnitude of this Job of auditing 
becomes apparent when it Is known 
that rullugs from the general account¬ 
ing office average about thirty per 
week, or about five each day, and that 
these arise from examination of about 
two nnd one-half million checks a 
month,

There arc others who an 
not certain the government ougfr! tft 
be ns hlg ns It Is, hut they retain an 
unquestioning faith In those they 
elect to represent them. 

There Is plenty of ground for the 
feeling In each Instance. The govern¬ 
ment certainly Is doing n lot of tlilng#- 
that the Fathers of the Country did: 
not contemplate, but which astute poli¬ 
ticians since have conceived. Mnny' 
of these functions ought never hnr*» 
been started; vast numbers of tlrenc 
ought to be done away with now, h^P: 
the lnw of nvernges hns worked ngnift- 
and some of the things the governmeuX 
Is now doing represent services which- 
the country needs and which Its citi¬ 
zenry finds of value In one manner 
or another. 

In the course of examining tho gov¬ 
ernmental structure In detail tv» C 
hnve had to do In preparing these dis¬ 
cussions, I located a totnl of 53 agen¬ 
cies operating Independently of th* 
established departments over wMs3> 
cabinet members preside. They spend 
a total of about $00,000,000 each year, 
exclusive of the vast sum—$08T».l*Wr- 
000 —paid out by the veterans’ iiilrntt- 
Istrntion which hns been discussed! 
separately. So It would seem thnl 
there was sufficient reason for thus 
Tennessee woman who, hnvlng read 5 
criticisms of the groat number of be- 
rentts, boards nnd commissions, wrote 
to the President, saying that she remte.
